THE TARIFF AND LIVING COSTS 


Eating is to be costlier; clothing is to 
be dearer; living generally is to be high­ 
er if the Ha wley tariff rates adopted by 
the house finally go through the senate 
next November and the bill is signed by 
the president, the St. Louis Star predicts. 
"An adequate tariff is the foundation 
of farm relief,” said Mr. Hoover in a c­ 
cepting the nomination of the Kansas City 
convention last summer. 
That may be 
sound economics to a nation committed 
to a tariff policy, but— high tariffs ca n­ 
not save us from growing surpluses. High 
duties can serve as a lever to run the 
domestic price of everything up, 
how­ 
ever, as has been abundantly proved in 
the past. 
According to the 
house 
bill, 
sugar, 
wool, 
butter, 
potatoes, 
shoes, 
brick, 
cement, light bulbs, gla ssware, live cattle 
and hundreds of other farm and factory 
products are to enjoy higher tariff rates. 
Unless producers 
absorb 
these 
higher 
duties— which has seldom, if ever, been 
done in the past— fa mily budgets every­ 
where will feel a new and severe pinch 
next winter. 
Every man, 
woman 
and 
child, and almost 
every 
nation in the 
world, will be a ffected by the changes. 
Canada and the Argentine, Cuba and the 
PA'lippines will be hardest hit first of all. 
Retaliation is a lready being spoken of, 
and a period of bitterness during read­ 
justment is certain if the new rates fin­ 
ally go through. 
"Wha t we need is not tariff tinkering, 
as in the Ha wley bill, but tariff recon­ 
struction based on a broad understanding 
of our present economic condition in the 
wrld,” said Cordell Hull, member of the 
house Wa ys and Means Committee, re­ 
cently- 
The senate should ponder that 
sta tement during its long summer va ca ­ 
tion, a long with President Hoover’s utter­ 
ance. 
An a dequate tariff to aid the fa r­ 
mer, to more nearly equalize the price of 
things he sells with those he is forced to 
buy, is one thing; a general increase in 
the cost of living all along the line with 
present inequalities retained is quite a n­ 
other thing. 
The two are as wide apart 
as the poles and they cannot be reconcil­ 
ed.

YOUTH HAS ITS OPPORTUNITY 
From the Kansas City Star. 
That more than 14,000 students are 
earning all or part of the money neces­ 
sary to pay their wa y through college in 
Ka nsa s and Missouri institutions, as re­ 
ported by the federa l bureau of educa ­ 
tion, holds this one 
important 
lesson: 
The young man or woman who is ambi- 
tius, industrious and qualified as to pre­ 
paration can find a wa y to obtain a high­ 
er education. 
The elementary and high 
school systems in these and other states 
furnish, in the great majority of cases, 
all tha t is necessary in the form of op­ 
portunity for meeting the preparation re­ 
quirement. 
The other conditions can be 
met only by the individual. 
The fact, brought out by the bureau, 
tha t practically all these institutions in 
the United States offer the opportunity of 
student self-step ought to go a long wa y 
toward disposing of the assertion that col­ 
lege is only lor the well-to-do. 
But there 
is additional assistance for needy and de­ 
serving 
young people in loan and schola r­ 
ship funds 
and in 
other 
a rrangements 
that m any institutions find it possible to 
make. 
Less than at any time in the past 
perhaps can compla int of a lack of op­ 
portunity 
be justified in the matter of 
preparation 
for life work. 
It does not 
follow th a t college training is an essential 
of that preparation in all or even a ma ­ 
jority of cases. 
For there are other fa ­ 
cilities, more abunda nt than ever before, 
to be utilized by those who do not find 
it desirable or necessary to go through col­ 
lege. 
Not opportunity, but the ca pacity 
to use it to the best a dva nta ge, ought to 
be the pra yer of American youth.
